Tbe Brooklyn Demonstration.
New York. October 16. At an earlv

hour this morning the organizations which
took part in the reception of Gov. Cleve
land in BrooklvD, y, assembled in
their respective headquarters. From all
parts of the city they marched with flags
and banners flying to the stations assigned
them in the streets adjoining the entrance
to the East river bridge, where they fell
into line and awaited the arrival of the
guest of the day. All the space for blocks
about the bridge entrance was thronged,
with citizens, waiting to welcome the
Presidential candidate. The chairman of
the Campaign Committee,
Murtha, with others of the committee; the
chairman of tbe Young Demcracy and In-
dependent Republicans received the Gov-
ernor when he arrived in his carriage on
the Brooklyn Bide of the bride. The vast
throng of people assembled cheered en-
thusiastically, and above the deafening
roar rose the piercing shrieks of hundreds
of steam whistles from steamboats and
togs on tbe river. Business houses
and prviate residences ia the neigh-
borhood were decorated ' with bunt-
ing, and every window was filled with
men and women.

He said the three
conditions essential to the production
of this malarial atmosphere are heat
47" to 70" i'arenheit a permanent
moisture and vegetable decomposition,
or emanations of a like deleterious
Character from the soil, paludal or marsh
miasma, or as it is more succinctly stated
in woods rarcMe of Mediant, heat
moisture and vegetable decomposition.
Remove either element, and the condi-
tions being disturbed, malaria is not nrn- -
duced. At present these conditions pre
vail through this whole bottom country,
modified or lessened in some localities
by improvements, cultivation of the soil
and drainage.

he first essential step toward rjroohv- -
laxis is to reduce to a minimum the two
elements which are to some degree con
trolable ; that is, the moisture and vege-
table decomposition, or the miasmatic em-
anation from the soil. The seasons being
immutable the heat cannot be modified.
Civil and anitary engineering can so dis-
pose of the water distributed over this
country by the excessive spring floods and
annual rainfall as in a measure to control
this element This would require an
effective system of levees, canals, reser
voirs, tor holding back the water from tbe
upper tributaries, and increased rapiditv
of the outflow of the Mississippi, and
theieby prevent or diminish the dangers
incident to the more tardy process ol
evaporation. The third factor, decayed
vegetable matter and the deleterious ele-
ments of a fresh soil, are in process of
being removed by the constant clearing
and cultivation of lands for agricultural
purposes. Tbe process of building levees,
draining bayous, lakes' and stagnant
pools and removing the deleterious
erments of tbe soil by cultivation

is a slow process toward the sani
tation of this vast delta, though it
is in process of being done, and in course
of time will no doubt be accomplished. In
ina meantime it is well to consider tbe
boat methods for the preservation of
health in the face of these opposing ele
ments. The resistance to malaria can be
very materially increased by improved
methods of living over the existing meth-
ods among the masses ot the people and
especiallyuaong those nnacclimated. Tbe
system cau be so fortified as to resist
much more effectively the depressing in-
fluences of this climate. By these meth-
ods are meant all the domestic comforts
pertaining ta good living. Wholeaorue
food properly cooked, pnre drinking wa-

TAX ASSESSMENTS.

Kndlral Chance la tbe Uw on 1 nls
Jeet Demanded. ,

Tbe Inntllltr or tbe Present System
Treated In Detail.

The Appeal's recent articles on the de
fective manner of assessing property in
the city and county meet with general ap-
proval, and it is a growing sentiment that
the next Legislature should make a radi-
cal change in the law. The report of the
last grand Jury, which has just been pub-
lished in book form, says: "We recom-
mend that a law be passed by the Legisla-
ture establishing the office of county as
sessor, who could by bond be made re-
sponsible for all errors in the tax list We
believe the services of a thoroughly com-
petent man could be secured at a salary
less than the amount now paid for unsat
isfactory work under the present system.
A great deal of property is omitted from
tax list on account of this defective
method, together with the plan of chang-
ing assessors each year, giving the work,
in some instances, to parties who know
absolutely nothing of their duties,
simply copying their predecessor's
book, and errors, and running up, with
the aid of the city directory, an
enormous list of polls, a lsrge proportion
of which are "men in buckram. We be-
lieve there is lost to this community an-
nually more than $40,000 in taxes under
this system. If the county trustee can
discover $20,000 per year, without any
specially directed effort, on the "pick-u- p

plan," what would a thorough examina-
tion reveal ? What can be thought of a
system that omits from assessment a piece
of property so prominent in its location as
the southeast corner of Front and Pop-
lar streets? its entire omwsion from the
tax-li- st for the year 1833 and subsequent
discovery by the county trustee being a
matter of public record."
